Many grown-ups have Peter Pan minds. They are 
people who have developed into physical maturity, bit 
mentally and spiritually are still children. Their basic 
failure is that they refuse to face the fact that grow- 
ing means growing up 

Life is a one-way street One must either keep 
moving or get out. That is the law of nature. It is the 
law of mental and spiritual living. The man or woman 
who refuses to meet life on adult terms is both a weak- 
ling and a coward. The penalty is cynicism, disillusion- 
ment, neurasthenia, and, finally, a complete loss of 


religious faith and understanding.

Many of life’s misfits have been conditioned to fail- 
ure by the minguided love and protectiveness of their 
parents. These “‘babyv-men”’ and “baby women” have 
been so coddled, Comnated, spoon-fed and flattered 
through their chil jhood and teen years that they find it 
well nigh impossible to cope with the realities of adult 
life. 

Nevertheless, the alternative remains: either to let 


life destroy all vestiges of courage and self-reliance, or 
to make up one’s mind to meet it squarely and resolutely.

He must prefer to be the protector rather than 
the protected. He must be prepared to fight rather than 
let himself be vanquished or discouraged by the reverses 
that are the lot of every human being. 

For those who have been spoiled and weakened by 
too much babying, the struggle toward true adulthood 
may seem dillicult, but the rewards of eflort are ever 
greater self-satisfaction, and a wider capacity to enjoy 
life. Such has been the experience of many men and 
women who learned in time that running away from 
life is not only stupid but dangerous.
